Report of the President 


Fathers and Brethren in Christ Jesus: |

| This is similar to that made on our first appeal in that the position 
of our synod was definitely upheld on the one question of principle, 
but on the questions specifically related to the case at hand the com- 
mission held that it has no jurisdiction. So here, also, we must wait 


for the Midwest Synod to apply the principle established by the answer 
to Question No. 1 to the specific case at hand before the Commission’s 
decision will be of any direct help in the settlement of the issue. 


Following the close of the case in the Federal Court the Midwest 


‘Synod apparently assumed that all questions had been definitely settled, 
for on November 10 the congregation was formally received into the 
‘Midwest Synod at a public service by the President of that body. 


The Kansas Synod congregation, being shut out of the church prop- 


erty, has been meeting in rented quarters with Dr. C. N. Swihart grac- 
lously serving as supply pastor. The suit irstituted in the state court

'session of the church property has met with a series of delaying actions. 
The congregation is carrying on with good spirit despite the lack of a

Thirteen congregations paid in full while seven out 
f the thirteen paid in excess. Four congregations paid in full for the 
time. Only one congregation failed to pay anything and that one 
s been without a pastor for a long time.

A trained case worker has become a necessity in order to meet) 
state requirements. Miss Esther Johnson, a Midland graduate, ig now 
working on her Masters degree at the University of Nebraska and will 
soon be qualified to take over this work. 


Thruout the year Tabitha has been without the services of a 
Deaconness for the daily spiritual ministrations in the Home, the fessor 
being that no Deaconnesses are at present available. 


The problem of employed personnel has been most pressing. Only a 
fine loyalty to Tabitha and the Lutheran Church has kept several fine 
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‘Financially the year has been good. Income has exceeded the oper- 


ating expense of the Home. The financial statement will give the de-. 


tails. The audit shows $60,375.59 in the Building Fund at the close of 
1943. This has increased since that time. 


The New Building, fireproof and modern in every detail, will be a 
reality, God willing, as soon as post-war conditions will permit. The 
present buildings are being kept in a good state of repair, the main 
building reroofed, and alterations being made to the heating system 
which greatly increased the efficiency of the heating plant during this 
past winter. | 

The Congregations of this Synod look to Tabitha with love and 
goodwill, and have shown this by many fine contributions to the general 
work and also to the Building fund. Synod has had suitable represent- 
ation in this work, both your trustees attending the annual Board 
meeting, and your clerical trustee serving on the Executive Committee 
and as Treasurer of the Home.

The Parish and Church School Board called a n:eeting of represent- 
atives of the Iowa, Midwest, Nebraska and Kansas Synods for a con- 
ference on Christian Education in Omaha, January 20th.

The annual Student Census, sponsored by the Board of Education 
of the United Lutheran Church and carried out by the Synodical Com- 
mittee on Work with Students in cooperation with the Women’s + Mission 
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ary Society, was conducted during the month of October. Eighteen of the 
forty-one parishes responded to the census, reporting a total of 61 
students as compared with 133 students the previous years. These 61 
students were attending 28 different institutions, Twelve students were 
attending Lutheran institutions, seven of these being students at Midland 
College. Three young men were reported to be preparing for the 
Christian Ministry. One young woman was reported to be preparing her- 
self for the duties of a Parish Worker, while six young women were 
taking nurses training. | 


The names of Lutheran students of our synod, attending schools in 
communities other than their own, were placed on the mailing list of 
the Kansas Synod Lutheran. It is more and more important that pastors 
and church organizations maintain contact with their students and young 
members in the armed forces, through the sending of letters and church 
bulletins.

Your Committee on Home Missions is able to report real progress 
in many of our congregations despite the man’ pa#er shortage. Une 
congregation is becoming completely self-supporting by refusing to ask 


k: for the $200 they received from Synod last year. T wo congregntions 
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are accepting reductions of $60 and $50 in aid from Synod. Two im- 

portant missions, formerly without regular pastors, have secured pastors. 
Three mission congregations have purchased parsonages. One congre- — 
gation is accepting a reduction of $100 in aid from the Board of Amer- 
jean Missions. Two congregations paid off sizable old loans to the Board 
of American Missions. __ | 


St. Lukes’s, Fort Smith Arkansas: After this congregation had 
been without a regular pastor for 14 months, it called the Rev. Paul Close, 
who took up the work on January 1, 1944. The Rev. J. E. Hummon, 
Mr. Morris Zumbrun (a theological student from Gettysburg Seminary), 
and the military chaplains from Camp Chaffee served the congregation 
in the absence of a regularly called pastor. The Board of American 
Missions will grant $500 in salary aid and the National Lutheran Council 
will pay $300 in 1944 for the services of the pastor in the Lutheran Serv- 
ice Center at Fort Smith.

The Rev. Hoyer presented Suggested Procedures for Regional 
Lutheran Home Mission Councils as recommended by the Commission 
on American Missions. These Procedures were adopted by the Council 

after a brief adaptations had been made. The Procedures are as follows: 


PROCEDURES 
for 
The Topeka Regional Lutheran Home Missions Council Introduction: 


The Commission on American Missions recommended the establish- 
ment of a new Regional Council covering Ontario and Eastern Canada. 
- The total number of Councils, therefore, numbering twenty-six. 


The Old Lutheran Home Mission Council of America found a 
constitution necessary because it was not connected with any parent 
body, and, therefore, had to exist as a separate organization with con- 
stitutional regulations. The dissolving of the Lutheran Home Mission 
Council automatically dissolved all of the constitutions which it had put 
into effect and left the Regional Councils without any definite guidance. 
Under the new arrangement, the Commissions is responsible to the Na- | 
tional Lutheran Council and the twenty-six Regional Councils are 
responsible to the Commission on American Missions. The Commission 
was not ready to propose a new constitution for the Regional Councils, 
nor was it sure that there should be a definite constitution for them. How- 
ever, members of the Commission recognized that the Regional Councils 
would have to have some rules and procedures under which they could 


operate and the following was adopted as a guide to the Regional Coun- 
cil activities: 


I. NAME: 


We will, for. the time being, continue using the name,, Topeka Re- 
gional Lutheran Home Missions Council,” operating under the “Com- 
mission on American Missions of the National Lutheran Council”. 


II MEMBERSHIP: 


Each Regional Council shall have not more than two voting dele- 
gates for each Lutheran General Body participating in the Council. These 
Councilors shall be selected by the General Body Presidents or the Board 

-0f Home Missions. The Tenure of office which has been suggested to 
the General Body Presidents is two years, with the present term of all 
Councilors expiring on March 30, 1944. | 

III. The officers shall be a President, Vice President, a Secretary, and 
a Treasurer, whose terms shall be one yar.

1. Each Regional Council shall devote at least one meeting a year 
to a study of the possible open home mission fields within the region. 
These fields shall then be assigned for survey study to the bodies 
cooperating with the Council on the basis of the ability of these 
bodies to conduct such survey studies. Cooperating groups may come 
to this study meeting prepared to state how many fields each is 
able to take for study during the year. 


Assignment of the fields for study does not obligate the group 
conducting the study to establish mission work in the area, even 
if the survey reveals the opportunity for such work. However, the 
surveying group shall have opportunity to present request to occupy 
that field, if it so desires, and other things being equal, a pre- 
sumption shall be established in favor of the group making the 
survey to establish work in the area surveyed. 


2. Any general body may make requests to occupy open fields 
to the Regional Council. The Regional Council shall grant such 
requests unless protests are registered from other representatives 
or, in the good judgment of the Regional Council, there are factors 
which shall delay or prevent approval. A field thus assigned shall 
be occupied within six months from the date of assignment or it 
shall be declared again. Requests to occupy a field shall be made 
at a regularly called meeting of the Regional Council. 


If there are protests, or if factors brought out in the discussion 
indicate that further information is needed before the field is 
awarded, the Council shall ask the general body to make a survey 
or arrange for such a survey, and the Council shall consider the 
question again when the survey information has been reported. 
Such survey and decision shall be completed within the time limit 
set Ly the Council in each specific instance. 


3. Any general body not ready to occupy a field may indicate its 
interest in a prospective field by requesting permission to survey’ 
such field. If possible such survey requests shall be made at a 
regularly called meeting of the Regional Council and assignments 
for survey of such fields shall be made at this meeting.

tion of the synodical Brotherhood.
